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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 26, 
2005 has been entered and considered. 

Claims 56-72 are allowed. Claims 73-92 were cancelled as indicated in Paper 
No. 0805. 

The following obvious informality was corrected as indicated in Paper No. 0805 
supra regarding a typing error. 

In claim 61 line 26, "the first tin film device" is changed to - - the first thin film 
device - -. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance as indicated in 
Paper No. 0805: 

Claims 56-72 are allowed primarily because the prior art of record singly or in 
combination does not teach or suggest the combination to meet all the claimed 
limitations in the claimed inventions as delineated in claims 56, 61 , and 67. In particular 
the prior art does not teach with regard to claims 56 the following limitations, taken in 
the context of the remaining limitations of the claim, concerning the third insulating over 
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the second insulating film, the wiring, and the electrode, forming a third contact hole for 
reach the electrode in the third insulating film bonding a second substrate to a surface 
of the third insulating film; removing the first substrate; forming a fourth contact hole for 
reaching the first thin film transistor in the first insulating film, forming a second 
electrode on the fist insulating film wherein the second electrode is connected to the first 
thin film transistor through the fourth contact hole; forming a fourth insulating film over 
the first insulating film and the second electrode, and forming a fifth contact hole for 
reaching the second electrode in the fourth insulating film and removing the substrate. 
The prior art also does not teach or suggest with regard to claims 61 and 67 the 
following limitations in the context of the remaining features in the claims, as delineated 
with regard to claim 56 above, and further including bonding the first thin film device to 
the second thin film device so that the fifth contact hole is opposed to the third contact 
hole wherein a conductive connection is made as in claim 61 the last four lines; or 
further including bonding the first thin film device to the second thin film so that the fifth 
contact hole is opposed to the third contact hole and bonding the third thin film device to 
the second thin film device so that the third contact hole is opposed to the fifth contact 
hole wherein a conductive connection is made as claimed in claim 67 the last seven 
lines. The prior art cited in the Information Disclosure Statements filed October 26, 
2005 have been considered but they also do not teach or suggest the claimed 
inventions delineated above.
